Aero planing Across Atlantic. 
Muskogee, Okla., Sept. 14.—‘‘Some­ 
body has to cross the Atlantic, for 
it goes without saying that it will be 
done sooner or later, ‘‘declares dar­ 
ing Hugh 
Robinson, 
the 
Curtiss 
aviator who will make three flights 
daily at the 
second 
annual 
Great 
Muskogee Fair. It was Robison who 
twice flew out into Lake Michigan 
to the rescue of aviators who had 
fallen into its depths. 
Robison has decided to cross 
the 
Atlantic in an aeroplane between the 
two nearest points and Glenn Curtiss 
the rich aeroplane manufacturer will 
hack Robinson and his own invention 
Kays Robinson: 
“I believe that this thing of flying 
across the Atlantic is now a mere 
matter of arranging details. We have 
aeroplanes that will fly as long as 
their fuel holds out and the Curtiss 
hydro-aeroplane that can 
skim 
the 
waves like a petrel. Flying across 
the ocean then becomes merely a mat 
ter of building a machine that can 


carry enough fuel to drive it across 
or of distributing a series of supply 
ships along the route to be covered 
Personally I think that a hydro­ 
aeroplane perhaps 
somewhat 
more 
powerful than those now in use, will 
make the trip by flying from one to 
another of a number of “nurse” ships 
bus one man might make the trip 
y resting between flights on board 
the nurse ships,, or 
the 
machine 
could be sent through without delay 
by relays of aviators, each man cov­ 
ering one stage. Crossing thus ho­ 
stages with periods of rest between 
will be a much easier thing to ac­ 
complish than to make 
the 
whole 
journey by flight interrupted only be­ 
taking on fuel. (I won’t say that it 
will never be done in one flight with 
out pause, but for the present the 
question of fuel makes that out of 
the question. 
‘A hydro-aeroplane of the present 
type with a sufficient strong and re­ 
liable motor might do it by taking on 
fuel at sea. It would needs be equip­ 
ped to carry a crew of at least two 
men however, each a pilot, 
so that 
there would be a rotation in control 
to give the aviators time to rest. At 
best it would take twenty to twen­ 
ty-four hours to make the trip. 
“There isn’t as much danger at­ 
tached to an ocean flight as one would 
naturally expect. Af the very worst 
comes and you have to take to the 
waters the hydro-aeroplane will bear 
you up almost indefinitely, for it rides 
the waves like a duck. 
It 
is 
em- 
pbatically a good ‘sea boat.’ It does 
not feel the shock of the waves as 
an ordinary boat does, but bobs from 
crest to crest like a cork. I 
would 
trust the hydro-aeroplane to outride 
a fairly heavy blow. 
As to the route to be chosen, that 
would probably be edcided by weath­ 
er conditions. 
Of course the short­ 
est passage would 
be 
from 
Nova 
Scotia to Ireland, but to cover that 
route would necessitate flying over 
the iceberg-infested iNbrth Atlantic 
and across the foggy stretch of sea 
east of the Canadian seaboard.

Mons? Is society duly appreciative of 
her obligations when she fails to pro­ 
vide anything in the way of special 
education to fit the millions of wo­ 
men for th! responsible place they 
occupy in the social structure?

are asked, what is our education do­ 
ing to fit women to spend wisely the 
family income, to make the home 
happy and comfortable and to rear 
fhe children of the country properly? 
That the vocational movement, in­ 
cluding that of agriculture, will suc­ 
ceed in finding a place in our schools, 
there can be no question.

' For the first 75 years of our na­ 
tion life we had no national education 
a1 system. Education was local and 
private. The old field school, the pri­ 
vate 
academy 
and 
the 
classical 
church college were the education in­ 
stitutions of the country. In a few 
states the public school for the low­ 
er grades was organized. It was. how 
ever, largely a local matter with the 
community. iBut since the Civil war 
the national spirit has laid hold of 
the schools of the country and Is 
rapidly nationalizing them. The land 
grant college act of 1862, which laid 
the foundation for most of our state 
universities and agricultural and me­ 
chanical colleges, is epoch-making in 
the devoipment of a national educa­ 
tional policy. The public schools were 
reorganized, came to receive liberal 
aid from the state as well as from 
the general government and the lo­ 
cality where organized. 
The public idea of education then 
extended over into the field of sec­ 
ondary schools and so 
the 
public 
high school was developed and took 
the place of the cadamey. The land 
grant college 
developed 
into 
our 
great state universities and agricul­ 
tural and mechanical colleges. All 
these institutions are the products of

erotizing American education 
Another characteriistic idea of our 
national educational policy is voca­ 
tional education. This first expressed 
itself ip the college land grant act 
of 1862, providing, as it did, for the 
teaching of agriculture and the me­ 
chanical arts. This idea 
has 
been 
developed to a marked degree in the 
universities into which these colleges 
have 
evolved. 
They 
have 
great 
schools of agriculture, horticulture, 
animal husbandry, dairying; also of 
mechanical, civil, electrical, 
mining 
and chemical engineering, as well as 
all liberal arts departments. The vo­ 
cational idea is now making its way 
into the high schools. A high school 
circular from Fort Smith, 'Arkansas, 
lying on my desk as I write 
this, 
offers, in 
addition 
to 
the 
usual 
courses of study, four-year courses 
in manual training, four in commerce 
three in domestic sciences, four in 
normal training. 
A paper by €. H. 
Robinson in School 
Review, 
May, 
1911, says that there were probably 
1000 high schools in the United States 
teaching agriculture in 1910-11. In­ 
deed the battle for vocational courses 
in the high school is practically won. 
It is now largely a question of funds 
and of organizing the courses best 
adapted to serve the economic life of 
the constitutency of each school. 
Now the movement to extend voca­ 
tional subjects, including agriculture, 
dow’n into the common school course 
is on. 
The dominating note in the 
movement is a call for an apprecia­ 
tion of the economic factor in life. 
•It demands that education socialize 
us, that is, that it bring every mem­ 
ber of society into practical and effi­ 
cient working relations with his fel­ 
lows, that it prepare him to fit his 
niche in the 
social, 
economic, 
re­ 
ligious 
and 
poltical 
order. 
The 
friends of the movement point out 
that the old education and much of 
the present day education are glor­ 
iously general, impractical and bear 
but little relation to life; that over 
against the million and a quarter en­ 
gaged in the professions, the census 
of 1900 showed nearly five millions 
engaged in the trades and Iranspor- 
ration, almost seven millions in do­ 
mestic and personal services, about 
seven and a third millions in manu­ 
facturing and mechanical pmfeuits, 
close to M millions in agriculture and 
about 23 1-2 millions of women and 
girls in house work. We are remind­ 
ed that for the million in the pro­ 
fessions society has generously pro­ 
vided in her educational system, but 
that we have scarcely permitted a 
smell of the farm or of the shop to 
penetrate the schools. Is education 
in a democracy doing its duty when 
it maikes no attempt to train the mil­

Prof. ISanborn reports splen­ 
did progress through the co-operation 
of the nurserymen, in 
ridding 
the 
state of the San Jose scale and other 
nursery pests. .All of the first class 
nurseries of the state have now been 
given a “clean bill of health.” 
The A, AM. College Continues to 
Grow. 
Registrar R. EL Anderson reports 
an enrollment at this time of be­ 
tween lo per cent and 20 
per cent 
more students than at the same per­ 
iod last year, with new* and old stu­ 
dents still coming in adily. Over 300 
new students have been enrolled, and 
a very high percent of the old stud­ 
ents are returning, in the case of the 
senior class, all are returning with 
the exception of one. 
This large en­ 
rollment is taxing th*- full capacity 
of the college, including the several 
new buildings, which are now being 
occupied for the first time. 
School at the State Fair. 
The novel feature 
instiuted 
last 
year by the A. & M. College of hold­ 
ing aI boy’s agricultural school at the 
fair is to be continued this year and 
added to. tin adidtion to 
the 
boys’ 
school, a week’s school in domestic 
economy for girls will also be held. 
Each county farmers’ 
institute 
has 
the privilege of senidng two boys and 
one girl 
delegates 
to 
attend 
this 
school. These young people will he 
given a pass to the fair, and will be 
housed and fed on the fair grounds, | 
where they will be under continual 
supervision of the A. & M. college 
officials. It will make a pleasant and 
profitable outing for those young peo­ 
ple .and is one much sought after. 
The state board of agricnlture is a 
very busy board an A is doing more 
for the material athancement of the 
state at large than m a n y appreciate. 
May their good work continue.
